the country is very 
badly represented, considering the manv 
places that could furnish attractions. 
San Bernardino county has been on the 
alert, however, and her display occupies 
considerable space, and is both varied 
and interesting. 
Her fruit exhibit is a 
magnificent one, 
comprising 
apples, 
plums, 
pears, 
blackberries, 
or­ 
anges, 
lemons, 
etc., 
all 
of 
which 
are 
of 
splendid 
quality 
ami much adm ired by all. But the 
county is determined to show that she 
possesses natural attractions and riches 
as varied and necessary as those pro­ 
duced by artificial aid und with this end 
‘ 
view a very fine mineral cabinet is 
present, over which the geologist may 
pore for hours. 
Silver ores predominate 
and the e je of the miner glistens as he 
gazes upon specimens a few pounds in 
weight worth several hundred dollars 
each, one of them coming from the cele­ 
brated Ivanpah district, which is noted 
for having put out in three days $85.000 
worth of silver. There are gold ores also 
of great richness aud then come evidences 
of the volcanio nature of the country in 
the shape of pieces oi lava and pumice 
stone, while Temescal Coal, specular 
iron, rock salt, etc., all possess attractions 
for the mineralogieal student. 


FAIR JUDGING. 
A good deal of the interest that would 
be taken in the other fruit exhibits is 
necessarily lost at present from the fact 
that the labels do not signify where they 
were raised, this being done to ensure 
absolute fairness ou the part of the 
judges. 
An interesting feature oí the 
display is two J.ong Crook musk-melons 
which vey few persons will at first recog­ 
nize as that fruit* for they are long and 
narrow 
and 
present 
somewhat 
the 
appearance 
of 
overgrown 
bananas.

this county. 
Westminster lays claim to fame with 
half a dozen onions each about eighteen 
inches in circumference, sent in by Mr. 
.fames Moss, one of the enterprising res­ 
idents of that district. 
The housewife’s 
attention is drawn to some very fine 
cabbages sent in from the Luca Velardes 
ranch at La Dow, and some well grown 
potatoes, cucumbers and tomatoes are 
aleo exhibited from the same place. 
Strawberries grown on the Association 
grounds look very enticing, and are 
placed near a collection of preserved 
fruit of every description, which, if it 
tastes as well as it looks, would gladden 
the heart of the average schoolboy if he 
could get at it with a spoon. From the 
center of the pavilion comes the perfume 
of a well assorted collection of flowers, 
and a little further along, one pauses to 
look at some mammoth Foster peaches 
from Vernon, one of which weighs ex­ 
actly one pound. 
By their side are a 
num ber of fruits grown without irrigation 
aud they look strong and healthy and 
capable of satisfying the inspection of 
the most critical of fruit purchasers. 
A 
watermelon that tips the scale at 87L» 
pounds shows what Cahuenga can pro­ 
duce, and the agriculturalist whose eye 
rests ou the bushy sheaves of wheat, 
barley aud millet feels satisfied that 
Southern California can hold her own 
with 
any 
place in 
the world on 
a question of grain production. 
Some 
nutmeg musk melons from Sunset prove 
a novelty to the average visitor, and the 
bunches of currant grapes by their side 
are very tempting to the lover of the 
fruit of the vine. Exhibitors and the 
public alike have occasion to be thankful 
to the directors for the selection of the 
officers in charge of the building, for a 
more courteous and obliging set of func­ 
tionaries could scarcely be obtained. 
They are: Mr. W. J. A. Smith, superin­ 
tendent ; Messrs. F. M. Turner and D. 
Degard, clerks, and the Misses Stockton, 
who have control of the fabric and other 
novelty departments.

R ailroad 
Company ttlv e i •25,000. 
On Monday at the meeting of the 
City Council, Captain Barrett stated 
th a t the California Central Railroad Co. 
h a d agreed to give $25,000 toward the 
construction of the Downey avenue and 
First street bridges. 
Following is the 
letter from Mr. McCool to Captain Bar­ 
rett in relation to the m atter: 
D e a r S ir— A s you are aware, informal 
negotiations have been carried on be­ 
tween the Bridge Committee of the 
Common Council of Los Angeles and the 
California Central Railway concerning 
the erection of viaduct bridges over the 
trac k B of our company at Downey avenue 
and First street, in this city. 
I had 
understood from the Bridge Committee 
some time ago, that a new bridge at 
Downey avenue was an absolute neces­ 
sity, and the construction of the same 
would be recommended at a very early 
day, while the bridge at First street was 
a matter which was not pressing. 
This 
company is much interested in a viaduct 
at First street, because if a viaduct is 
erected over our tracks at that point it 
will necessitate an entirely new arrange­ 
ment of our terminal facilities for pas­ 
senger and freight business at Los Ange­ 
les, but the bridge at Downey avenue is 
of no more importance to us than 
any of the other 
bridges 
between 
Downey 
avenue 
and 
First 
street. 
We are willing, however, to consider 
viaducts at these two points, if taken to­ 
gether, and I am authorized on the part 
of our company to agree to contribute 
the sum of $25,000 to aid in the erection 
of viaducts over our tracks at Downey 
avenue and First street, provided the 
city will agree on its part to construct 
both of these viaducts at the same time, 
as nearly as may be, and provided, fur­ 
ther, that the plans and specifications 
that may be adopted by your Board for 
these two viaducts, and the contractor’s 
bids for building the same, are submitted 
to a representative of our company for 
approval before the work is finally let, 
and provided, further, that Downey ave­ 
nue be discontinued as a street at its 
present grade from the west line of our 
right of way to the west bank of the Los 
Angeles river, and that First street be 
discontinued as a street at its present 
grade from the point where the west line 
of our right of way intersects the north 
line of First street to the west bank of the 
river. 
I will be glad to be advised by 
you promptly whether or not this propo­ 
sition meets with the approval and ac­ 
ceptance of your Board.

E. W . L ittle C harged W ith T earin g 
t'p a Pipe.

the laws of this State, and did then and 
thereby injure said ground and pipe. 
Said tearing up and injury to said ground 
and pipe was done, as aforesaid, about 
-,000 feet from the mouth of Sycamore 
Cafion.

The Azusa Land and Water Company 
commenced suit in the Superior Court 
yesterday against the Azusa Water De­ 
velopment and Irrigation Company to 
settle the ownership to land in the east 
half of the west half of the northwest 
quarter of section 23, township 1 north, 
range 10 west, San Bernardino meridian.

The trial of The mas E. Caines for 
burglary continued through the day yes­ 
terday in Judge Cheney’s Court. Detec­ 
tive Marsh told in the morning session 
how he had been employed by Chief 
Cuddy to get on good terms with the 
burglars who were looting the town and 
draw them into a trap. Caines was 
suspected to be one of a gang who had 
cracked a bank over in East Ix>s Angeles. 
He had learned of the plan to enter 
Lambourne and Turner’s store and had 
persuaded them to let him into the atl'air. 
He and Officer Donahue, who was also 
placed upon the stand, told the story of 
the arrest about as it was told by the 
officers who had preceded them. 
A number of former residents of Taris, 
Canada, testified that they knew Caines 
in that city and that his reputation there 
was without stain. He was Chief of 
Police at Paris. 
In the afternoon Elton, who figured so 
largely in the Lucas trial, took the stand 
and testified that Marsh and Wimtner 
told him that they had put up a job on 
Caines; that Lucas was ia the scheme, 
add he wanted to beat Caines out of the 
$300 which he had put into the detective 
agency. 
Caines then took the stand and told his 
story of how he had been drawn into the 
scheme for the purpose of catching 
Webb. The case will probably go to the 
jury to-day. 


T he P atrol W agon. 
An 
important addition was 
made 
to the apparatus of the police force yes­ 
terday in the shape of a patrol wagon. 
This was ordered sometime since, and 
has only just been completed. 
It is a 
neat and not a gaudy affair, something 
after the style of a combination express 
wagon and ambulance. The entire force 
put in their spare time wheu off duty ad­ 
miring it. Various criticisms were passed 
upon it by the disinterested spectators. 
For rapid traveling ever rough streets it 
is certainly built rather high up from the 
ground. When it turns a sharp curve at 
a high rate of speed, it is likely to turn 
over on its side. It appears also that it is 
too heavy for one horse to pull up the 
hills which it maybe compelled to climb, 
A trial trip was made yesterday afternoon 
up Second street afternoon after a drunk­ 
en man, who was said to be lying on the 
car track. 
The wagon had only four oc­ 
cupants. yet it was evidently all the 
horse could do to get it to Hill street. 
The patrol wagon was invented in Chi­ 
cago about fifteen years ago, and was 
adopted in Paris and London because of 
the success with which it had met in that 
city. New York was oue of the last great 
cities in America to adopt it. It is now 
considered quite indispensable.

An inquest was held yesterday morn­ 
ing on the body of the man who was 
burned to death in the fire on Alameda 
street Monday night. John Zetler, the 
keeper of the restan raut saloon which 
was burned, number 9(10 Alameda street, 
said the last time he saw the dead man 
he was asleep on a beer barrel in front of 
the saloon. This was the second time 
within a week that his place had caught 
fire. John Ryan, the keeper of the 
lodging house, said that he saw the bar 
keeper from next door go into the room 
of his house in which the fire was start 
ed. Samuel Casey was lying in the room 
next to the one in which the fire started, 
but heard no one there. The man who 
was burned occupied the room opposite. 
The jury brought in a verdict that Pat­ 
rick McCarthy, single, aged 50, had been 
burned to death in a fire at No. 958 Ala­ 
meda street.

ONE Oi Ol'K PIONEER F1RJIS. 


The House of M. A. N ew m ark & Co , 
W ith Its H istory for Over 
T h irty Y ears. 


Even to this day m any people laugh 
at the great "boom ” which has charac­ 
terized Los Angeles and its environs 
during the past ten years. Some who do 
not know on what our development rests 
affect to think that the excitement of the 
past decade has nothing substantial on 
which to rest, that it was all confined to 
dealing in land, and that these deals 
were all engineered by schemers and car­ 
ried on for purely speculative ends.

which to rest; that it is the natural 
outgrowth of the development of our sec­ 
tion rich in resources, attractive beyond 
any other bit of territory on the globe, 
anil capable of supporting—in fact actu­ 
ally supporting—a large and * steadily 
growing population and, iinally, that this 
growth m ust continue. 
THE BEGINNING. 
There is no citizen better known or 
thought of than is Mr. Harris Newmark. 
He is now a retired m erchant having for 
upwards of fifty years by business sagaci­ 
ty, integrity and energy achieved such 
success in his affairs as seldom is the 
lot of even the best men. 
In the fifties Mr. H . Newmark 
was already in business in Los Angeles, 
and in I860 he thought he saw an open­ 
ing in this city for no less an enterprise 
than a Wholesale Grocery House. To 
see such an opportunity with men of Mr. 
Newmark’s mold is to embrace it and 
thus at that comparitively early period in 
the history of the American occupation 
of this 
fair 
city, 
he 
opened 
one 
of the first houses 
of this 
character set up in the great State of 
California outside ot he metropolis of the 
Coast, San Francisco. This house was 
opened in Arcadia block on Los Angeles 
street, a little south of Arcadia street. At 
the date here in question the Arcadia 
block was the handsomest in the city. It 
was a solid edifice and stands to this day 
unchanged as business premises of some 
pretensions. Mr. Harris Newmark, with 
that courage in his own convictions 
which always was a strong characteristic 
of his, "w ent it alone” in making this 
great venture. In a short time, however, 
he found business so growing on his 
hands that there seemed plenty of work 
for two heads, two sets of hands and 
the capital of two men in the concern. 
Mr. Sam Cohn was thereupon adm it­ 
ted to a partnership in the enterprise. 
This took place in 1866. Still the business 
grew and multiplied and Mr. Kaepar 
Cohn, brother of the gentlemen just 
mentioned, was taken into the firm in 
1866. The style of the house was H. New­ 
mark Sc Co. It is a legend which for 
m any years was read over the door of 
the bouse in Arcadia block, which was 
found in every grocery store in all of 
Southern California, in the 
sparse­ 
ly settled 
districts 
of 
Arizona, 
and which daily 
penetrated more 
and more remote sections of the country 
bringing steadily increasing aggregations 
of business to the house. That legend, 
moreover, was found signed to thousands 
of obligations during those years, and it 
was one which when found on a bit of 
commercial paper always made it cur­ 
rent money with the merchants—not 
merely as good as gold but far better under 
the circumstances which then governed 
trade in thinly inhabited districts, remote 
from banks, and where the transfer of 
large sums of metal money was a hazard­ 
ous undertaking. 
Mr. 8. Cohn was not long in the firm, 
for the ruthless baud of death soon severed 
liis connection with the firm and with all 
earthly occupations. In 1870 so largely 
had the interests of the firm grown that 
help was found indispensible in many 
ways, and Mr. Meyer J. Newmark, a 
brother-in-law of the head of the house, 
was adm itted as a partner. W hat Angeleilo 
of these old days has forgotten Meyer J. 
Newmark? If there is one it is safe to 
say he is a man of whom his fellows are 
not greatly enamored. Genial, jovial, 
upright M. J. Newmark, although no 
longer of this city, his memory is (learlv 
cherished by a large circle of friends! 
Well may he prosper at all he puts his 
hand to, and late may he he called to 
ornam ent a higher sphere than earth ! 
IT G ROW'S APACE 
W ith the growth of the country around, 
the house of II. Newmark & Co. steadily 
added to its business in all its branches. 
In 1871 a new member was added to the 
firm in the person of Mr. M. A. New­ 
m ark. And about the same tim e it was 
found that the old quarters so long oc­ 
cupied in the Arcadia block were rather 
narrow to accommodate the enlarged 
business which had been built up by 
sagacity, fair dealing and honorable 
treatm ent of all who traded with 
the concern. 
Therefore a building 
was erected on Los Angeles Btreet just 
north of Requena street for the use of 
the firm. 
At that time the firm consis­ 
ted of the Messrs. H. Newmark, Kaspar 
Cohn, M. J. Newmark and M. A. 
Newmark. 
TIIE NEW STORE. 
The new store into which the firm 
moved in 1884 was a substantial brick 
building two stories high. 
So ample 
were the premises in all respects that it 
was considered sufficient for all business 
needs of the time in the line of a Whole­ 
sale Grocery establishment for half a 
century. Here in new quarters the old­ 
tim e splendid line of luck followed the 
bouse. Its business grew' and prospered 
beyond all the most sanguine expecta­ 
tions of the members of the firm. 
The 
members made good money, and that 
consideration coupled with 
a de­ 
sire for rest after 
many years 
of 
toil, or 
for 
change 
after 
spending years in one occupation led 
some of the partners to wish to sell out. 
The firm was always noted for the har­ 
mony which existed among the mem­ 
bers. TheNewm arks and Cohns are the 
only names found as of the house in the 
annals of all these years. 
Therefore, 
when M. J. Newmark, in 187!) wished to 
retire from the firm, he found willing 
purchasers for his interest among his 
associates. Then in 1884 Mr. K. Cohn 
wished to sever his connection with the 


house, and the remaining partners 
bought him out. 
About 
this 
time several 
im ­ 
portant 
changes 
were 
made 
in 
the 
firm. 
The 
retirement 
of the Messrs. M. J. Newmark and Kas­ 
par Cohn left only the Messrs. II. New­ 
mark and M. A. Newmark to manage 
the business. Now comes the introduc­ 
tion of new blood into the concern. The 
second generation of the Newmark and 
Cohn families comes to the front in the 
persons of Messrs. M. H . Newmark and 
Max Cohn. The veteran Mr. Harris 
Newmark still retained his position as 
head of tbe house, and the old style of 
II. Newmark & Co. continued to appear 
on the doors and at the end of checks, 
this took place in 1884. 
A CHANGE OF NAME. 
In 1885 Mr. Harris Newmark felt that 
was a good time for him to retire from 
the more active cares of business life, 
and to this end he sold out his interest, 
and as several changes were pending it 
was considered best to change the style 
under which the firm was henceforth to 
do business. M. A. Newmark, who had 
been a member of the house since 1871, 
became the senior member of the firm 
by the retirement of Mr. Harris New­ 
mark. The style therefore naturally be­ 
came M. A. Newmark it Co., successors 
to II. Newmark it Co., and that is the 
name Yty which tbe concern is known to­ 
day. The members of the firm are: The 
Messrs. M. A. Newmark, M. H. New­ 
mark, Max. Cohn and Carl Seligman. 
A NEW STORE. 
The retirem ent of the veterans did not 
for a moment impair the prosperity of 
the firm. Under the new name and in 
the bands oi tbe new members business 
still grew apace. The old house was 
well known. There was not a blemish 
on its escutcheon. The affairs of the 
bouse fell into the bands of no tyros. 
W ith the growth of the country at all 
all points, grew the business " of tbe 
house of M. A. Newmark Sc Co. Popu­ 
lation poured into the territory naturally 
tributary to LosAngelea. From Bakers field 
southward all of Southern California has 
rapidly filled up with a prosperous, in­ 
telligent ami progressive population. 
The railroads have penetrated Arizona 
north and south and a large population 
lias flocked into that Territory. The 
tranecontinental lines of 
road have 
brought all of new Mexico within reach 
of our merchants, and such houses as 
II. Newmark & Co., or the new one of 
M. A. Newmark Sc Co.. do not let oppor­ 
tunities slip. They saw promptly every 
opening and to see it was to fill the gap 
at once. 
Here comes the point the reporter has 
had in mind during the writing of every 
word of this history. The store just nortti 
of Requena street into which the firm 
moved in 1884 was thought sufficient to 
accommodate the business of this firm for 
half a century. It is a magnificent struc­ 
ture, large in frontage on ttie best street 
in the city, of immense depth and three 
stories in height. 
Yet in spite of its 
seemingly ample proportions, a year ago 
it became apparent that it would not 
long accommodate the great business of 
this prosperous house. Cramped for fa­ 
cilities to do work in, a movement was 
at once made to secure more ample room. 
To this 
end 
work 
was 
begun 
on a large building on Los Ange­ 
les 
street, 
south 
of 
Requena, 
and near First, the result of which is one 
of the finest stores in the State of Cali­ 
fornia. It is of the most substantial 
construction which can be effected by 
the use of brick and mortar. It is three 
stories, with a basement under the entire 
building. The area on the ground is 
6,000 square feet, the frontage on Los 
Angeles street being 90 feet, and the 
depth 110 feet. The 
premises are 
known as Nos. 
41-51 North Los 
Angeles street. The firm is at this time 
nearly moved in and settled in these 
superb new quarters, and late last week, 
a H e r a l d man who has known the firm 
under both its names and in all the 
quarters it has occupied, passing by the 
mammoth establishm ent, thought the 
above scrap of interesting history might 
furnish a subject for a lecture" on the 
substantial basis on which our affairs 
rest, and that it would go far to 
establish the fact that our "boom ” 
is not confined to real estate, that 
our business is not speculative, and that 
our prosperity is not ephemeral. W ith 
these thoughts in mind he walked into 
the great store and learned the particu­ 
lars here set down. He found the place 
heavily stocked with all sorts of Grocers’ 
supplies. The basement, the main floor 
and both of thoso above stories were 
filled with all the varied merchan­ 
dise usually comprised under the head, 
of Grocers’ supplies.

In tbe center of the building at tbe front 
is the main office, fitted up like a huge 
bank or counting house. On the sides 
of this are the private offices of the four 
partners, all connecting directly with the 
main office. To the rear of this is an 
immense vault. Directly in front of the 
office and abutting on the street are 
the salesrooms, where samples of 
all sorts of 
goods may 
he ea­ 
sily inspected. The country business 
is done in an office of its own, and the 
details of this are under the care of four 
expert clerks. The city office is on the op­ 
posite side, and its business is managed 
by two clerks. Everything goes liko 
clockwork in all the departments. 
Three great hydraulic elevators run to 
the top of the building. These go up and 
down all day long, carrying invoices to 
their places or conveying orders all put 
up ready to be marked for every town in 
Southern California, in Arizona and in 
New 
Mexico. 
As 
the 
reporter 
looked 
about 
he 
noted 
that 
besides 
Grocers’ 
Supplies 
proper, 
the firm 
carries a full line of 
whiskies in the original packages, and of 
special brands put up for the house. M. 
A. Newmark Sc Co. are also the agents 
for this section for Schlitz celebrated 
Milwaukee beer. Large quantities of 
wood and willow ware were observed, 
and great piles of the well known brands 
of oysters, “ Seal Rock” and “ La Fav­ 
orita,” which are packed for this house. 
Fine cigars and tobaccos arc other lines, 
of which full stocks were observed on 
the floors. 
TOBACCO AND CIGARS. 
The line of cigars and tobacco hand­ 
led by this enterprising firm is one of the 
largest and most select. There are few- 
wholesale grocery houee.s on the coast 
that do as large a business in any line as 
the Messrs. ft, A. Newmark A Co. In 
the tobacco and cigar trade they do as 
large a business as many wholesale 
bouses whose efforts are confined exclu­ 
sively to the “ weed” in all its various 
seductive forms. 
This house handles 
only their own brands, and this is 
a sufficient guarantee of their quality 
among all smokers in the land.

W a sh in g to n , A ugust 7.—In th e Senate 
to-day th e resolution introduced y ester­ 
day by Jones, of A rkansas, in structing 
the C om m ittee o n Finance to m ake an 
investigation of th e cotton bagging pool, 
was adopted. 
The Senate bill ap p ro p riatin g $10,000 
for a postoffice building a t M am m oth 
H ot Springs, in Y ellow stone N ational 
Park, was passed. 
T he Senate th en resum ed considera­ 
tion of th e Fisheries treaty arid w as ad ­ 
dressed by S herm an in op|>08ition to its 
ratification. 
As to th e charge m ade on th e o ther 
side of the H ouse th a t th e policy of th e 
Republican party w as to m ake an appeal 
to th e Irish vote, S herm an considered 
th a t one oi th e casual rem ark s m ade 
w ithout any foundation. 
T he g reat con­ 
test about to be waged before tiie people 
would tu rn on o th er questions. 
They 
would be the sam e old questions talked 
about for the last tw enty years. 
The 
du ty of C ongress was to protect, first, 
industry and th e country frotn undue 
com petition w ith the labor of E urope 
anti, second, th e rights oí U nited States 
citizens at hom e and abroad. 
T hese 
questions w ould en ter into tn e cam paign 
and would probably control th e results. 
Opposition to th e treaty w as not a dernier 
ressort on th e p art oi th e R epublican 
party. 
T hat party ueeded no such res­ 
sort, standing as it did on its record and 
on th e great issues presented, and w hich 
w ould be fu rth er presented during the 
piesent.session.

rem arked th at th e controversy 
w ith G reat B ritain w as infinitely m ore 
im p o rtan t an d m ore injurious th an the 
controverty w ith any o th er N ation, for of 
all th e people w ho in h ab it th e globe, the 
people of th e U nited S tates and of G reat 
B ritain were m ost in tim ately allied by 
every tie of consanguinity, of history, ol 
faith, of institution, of sim ilarity of char 
aeter an d disposition, of ancestry and oi 
everything w hich ten d ed to m ake ties 
betw een separate n a tio n s; therefore lie 
w ould have been glad to see in th e pen d ­ 
ing treaty a settler, e n t of th e controversy, 
and he h ad approached its consideration 
w ith a desire to find in it such a settle­ 
m en t, but th e m ore he h a d exam in ed it 
th e m ore he h ad becom e satisfied th a 
th e treaty if ratified w ould open avenues 
of controversy and lead to new irrita- 
tione, and therefore not accom plish its 
purpose. 
A nything th a t tended to free 
com m ercial intercourse, an y th in g that 
tended to produce a union of C anada 
w ith th e U nited States w ould m eet with 
his h earty support. 
In h is judgm ent the 
D om inion w ould be w ithin ten years 
eith er in the Im perial P arliam en t of G reat 
B ritain or in th e C ongress oi th e U nited 
States. 
H e therefore favored th e pol­ 
icy of 
bringing 
about 
in tern atio n al 
exchanges w ith C anada, of th e freest 
character possible, perh ap s som ething of 
th e nature of a z olive re in. 
H e did not 
consider tiie treaty as a party question 
nor as a sectional question ; n e ith e r w at 
it an Irish question, nor was opposition 
to it “ fishing for Irish votes.” 
H e be­ 
lieved th ere w as general sy m p ath y with 
th e Irish people, not only in th e Senate 
but am ong all th e people of th e U nited 
States. 
He hoped th e people of Irelan d 
would gain th e right to pass th eir local 
law s, but th e people of th e U nited States 
w ere n ot going to involve th em selv es in 
a controversy w ith G reat B ritain in re­ 
spect to a m atter over which, th ey h ad no 
control.

G reat B ritain as a friendly natio n , w ith­ 
out reviving an y of th e a n im asities of the 
past.

If th e P resid en t would, 
w ith m oderation, exercise th e powers 
conferred upon him by law authorizing 
retaliation, th ere w ould be no m ore 
trouble. 
A m essage from th e P resid en t vetoing 
th e bill to g ran t G35 acres of th e m ilitary 
reservation to th e city of Tacom a, \V. T., 
for a public p ark, w as read and referred 
to th e C om m ittee on P ublic L ands. 
The 
grounds for th e P re sid en t’s refusal to 
sign are th a t th e arm y engineers report 
against th e g ran t because th e lan d m ay 
be needed for m ilitary purposes. 
The Senate then resum ed th e consid­ 
eration of th e bill reported from th e 
C om m ittee on Foreign R elations to pro­ 
hib it the com ing of C hinese laborers to 
th e U nited S tates. 
S tew art spoke in 
favor of th e bill an d w hen h e closed the 
Senate adjourned.

W lia t W a s K ald A t th e F a i r O n 
M o n d a y . 
The following speech was delivered at 
the opening of the Fair on Monday by 
Senator L. J . Rose. 
It was in type in 
the H e r a l d for Tuesday m orning’s issue 
but by an error left over. 
It is of too 
great importance to let it paHs altogether 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the Sixth IHs- 
trirt Agricultural Association: 
We again meet to hold our annual 
fair. 
Ixioking through a vista of twenty- 
five years, many pleasant recollections 
are brought back to my memory. 
About twenty-five years ago, the little 
acorn was planted, which each year has 
grown with increased momentum, and 
now the tree has assumed fair propor­ 
tions, and each coming year makes it 
more imposing and yielding increased 
enjoyment. 
Then, on every able the lands for 
miles around were an uncultivated and 
unclaimed treeless waste, which no one 
cared to own at even two dollars an ae 
IIow changed all this is now. 
Lands are now subdivided into lots 
and selling at the rate of $5,000 or more 
per acre. 
Beautiful avenues are now- 
laid out leading to this park, lined on 
either side with shade trees, ami backed 
behind lawns and flower gardens are 
beautiful villas of every style that archi­ 
tectural ingenuity can devise. As yon 
drive along these well-kept and sprinkled 
avenues the air is laden with the per­ 
fume of the orange, heliotrope, jasmine 
and the rose, whilst through the open 
casement floats the merry voice and song 
of a refined population. 
A city is almost knocking at our gates 
demanding more room to spread, whilst 
on the other side can almost be heard 
the boom of the waves as they break on 
the shore, 
and 
the 
air 
is fresh 
and 
cool 
with 
the 
salt 
laden 
breeze, 
as 
it 
comes 
health-giving 
rustling through the trees. Nor is the 
change which has taken place in the 
features of the landscape more marked 
than the change in the varied productions 
of the various productions of the farm, 
the orchard, the vineyard, the improve­ 
ments which have taken place in the 
various breeds of all domestic animals, 
and especially the horse. 
Then our 
Bpeed programme was very limited. 
There was no thoroughbred in all the 
boundaries of this southern district, 
whereas we are now breeding them by 
the hundreds, and of such quality that 
they are the peer of the best in the world 
Then a trotting race or a pacing race 
meant that a race made in three minutes 
was good time, whereas now we have 
in the stabling at our track, horses which 
hold the record of the world. 
Not all 
have been reared in this county, but all 
are California bred, and we have enough 
good ones belonging and reared in this 
district, to feel that in accordance with 
the num ber produced, we have a fair 
share of the best, and when we remem­ 
ber Arrow, who is now flying at the 
highest marks, with a chip on his shoul­ 
der challenging all comers, and as we 
know by the telegraph with no defeats 
to date, to explain away, then we may 
be excused if we believe that the highest 
possibilities ere not beyond our reason­ 
able expectations. We are as yet small 
beginners, but we are la>ing good found­ 
ations. The telegraph has flashed the 
news that the highest priced stallion ever 
sold is out of a mother who was raised in 
this county. 
Fifty thousand dollars was paid at 
auction for this stallion, and bought by 
a gentleman from San Diego, and this 
might indicate that he was coming back 
to this State. 
We take much justifiable pride in our 
orange culture, our grapes and fruits of 
every kind, and taking all in all we may 
be thought reasonable in our opinion 
when we believe that we have advan­ 
tages certainly equal to any part of this 
continent. 
It is true we are meeting with some 
drawbacks. 
We have to exercise inge­ 
nuity with wisdom to overcome some se­ 
rious drawbacks, and as 1 have a great 
love for fruit farming, and have given it 
much thought, it may not be out of 
place to give some theories which have 
grown out of observation, for it is by the 
small accumulation of observation of 
various individuals that remedies may be 
found. 
Two of the most serious draw-backs 
which have developed themselves in this 
county, are the cottony scale, endanger­ 
ing in m any localities the growing of the 
orange and lemon with profit, and some 
unnamed disease which is causing the 
dying of vineyards in some localities in 
this county. 
This cottony scale insect is 
most astonishing prolific multiplyer, 
and much experimental work lias been 
done by many intelligent horticulturist 
and scientists, and as yet with no practi­ 
cal success. 
I, myself, liave expended several thou­ 
sand dollars in spraying and fumigating 
trees, and as yet with more injury to the 
trees than benefit, until I despair of any 
success in either of these m odes; but t 
have learned, however, a habit of this 
scale bug which is never varied from, 
and that is, it always goes up and never 
down. 
TIiíb is valuable knowledge, for we 
have only to guard for one direction. 
It 
may fall off the tree, and they do in thou­ 
sands, and many will hide and live for a 
time in the ground, but in the end they 
find the trunk of the tree and go up 
again. 
My cure would be to trim the 
trees, stripping it of all foliage and small 
branches, leaving only some of the larger 
branches, and well cut back at that, then 
to thoroughly wash the 
trunk and 
branches that are left, to form another 
top, with sal-soda dissolved in warm wa­ 
ter; in fact, care must be taken tbat no 
egg or bug escapes, for in this thorough 
washing success lays, and immediately 
after washing 
and 
before 
any bug 
can 
crawl up, an 
inverted 
cone 
must 
be tied 
around 
the 
trunk 
of 
the 
tree, 
so 
that 
as 
they 
crawl out of the 
ground, up the tru n k , 
they 
crawl under this 
cone shaped 
bandage, ami when they come to the 
end, they will stop, for their instinct of 
never going back, answers here a good 
purpose. 
As they accumulate they will 
have to be killed, and if this is carefully 
attended to for a tim e, there will be no 
more in a short tim e, for they can only 
live by sucking the sap of the tree. It is 
easily seen th at this is a radical cure if 
the work is thoroughly done and if the 
orchard is not too large, it can be done 
with a comparatively Bmall outlay, except 
time. 
To make these cones various expedi­ 
ents 
will 
suggest themselves. 
Dr. 
Conger, of Pasadena, says that he can 
make them by taking old worn-out 
barley sacks (burlap) and wrapping it 
around the tree, tying with a fencing 
rope around the lower portion, then 
stripping the upper part over this, tie 
and pulling it out so that the lower 
edge 
will 
not 
tonch 
the 
tree, 
sav by at least half an 
inch 
more. This will be a convenient mater­ 
ial to press against, thus killing the bug, 
when the edge can be again adjusted by 
shaping it out away from the trunk. A 
cone can also be made by taking tarred 
paper and cutting it in such a way that 
when tied, the lower part will stand 


away from the tree. 
In that case cotton 
wool would have to be used to fill up the 
inequalities of the tree, for there are gen­ 
erally valleys or flute-like gutters in 
large orange trunks. 
As regards the disease, which is killing 
our gra|>e vines in some localities, is the 
more annoying, as no satisfactory reason 
can be given which accounts for it. 
Dig 
up a vine which has died, and the bark 
and wood, both in the roots and top of 
the vine, are entirely free from imperfec­ 
tions or marks, no insect, no decay, in 
fact, no occult reason can be given. 
Professor Morse, of the U niversity, who 
was sent for to make examination, found 
nothing, and gave it as his belief that it 
was caused by violent cliangeB of tem­ 
perature, a very hot time of weather fol­ 
lowing a cold, foggy time, thus causing 
an exhausting of the stock of the 
plant, 
faster 
than 
it 
was 
pre­ 
pared for. 
There 
would 
be 
some 
plausibility about this, 
were it not 
a fact tbat we have never had such 
trouble for over a hundred years. 
It 
might be possible to believe that one 
such accidental year might come where 
the change from cold to hot were excep­ 
tional, and thus have this trouble for 
that one year, but the trouble about this 
matter is that this condition of the vines 
dying is repeating itself with each com­ 
ing year, and it has now repeated itself 
for, say five years, and each succeeding 
year the damage has increased more each 
time. 
It is not, therefore, an accident 
that has come about for one year, but 
one that repeats itself every year for the 
last five years. 
Now’, th is” would not 
likely be the case, nor can it be be­ 
lieved that this one year has planted this 
disease and time completed the harm 
done, for it is a fact that Anaheim was 
affected firi-t, followed by, perhaps, a 
year after, by Sauta A na,and subsequent 
to that time it has made its appearance 
in San Gabriel Valley. 
I have studied over this m atter much 
and tried to form some theory why this 
is. There is one circumstance which 
may possibly explain this singular phe­ 
nomenon, nam ely: Too early pruning. 
In years previous to the appearance of 
this disease pruning was never done until 
the vine had shed all its leaves. At 
Anaheim I first saw pruning done as 
soon almost as the grape crop was gath­ 
ered, and even as early as October. 
It 
being convenient, I toó followed in the 
practice and others again followed me, 
and with no 
immediate evil effect. 
It is true vines thus early pruned 
were 
the 
last 
to 
bud 
out 
the 
following spring, but as there was 
no enfeebled condition of growth, when 
the vines did start, it was a condition of 
affairs to be desired, for it made less risk 
to the crop of grapes by being overtaken 
by a late frost. 
Yet that there was an 
effect was clearly shown by the lateness 
of the vine putting forth their new 
growth. 
Again, Anaheim was the first 
to practice early pruning, and was the 
first to suffer from the vines dying. Santa 
Ana would naturally, being adjoining, 
be the next to follow the practice and 
was next affected. 
Sunny Slope, my 
former home, was the firBt to suffer in 
the San Gabriel Valley, and was the first 
to practice the early pruning. All these 
facts may he only coincidents, and may 
not be the cause for accounting for this 
disease, yet when no satisfactory reason 
has ever been given, it may be well to 
postpone this early pruning and go back 
to the late pruning as was practiced in 
former years and until all the leaveB 
have naturally been shed by maturity. 
To prune in October and November, 
nearly all the leaves are yet held fast 
and many of the ends of Bhoots are yet 
making a feeble growth. 
It is, of course, 
a well known fact, that the stripping 
the leaves of the most robust growth of 
any tree or plant if often enough re­ 
peated will kill such tree or plant. 
It is 
true, in October and November leaves of 
the vine have naturally performed their 
duty, and the wood is hard, yet it 
may 
be 
after 
all 
that, this early 
irunlng 
followed for a few 
years, 
n 
the 
end 
tells 
on the life and 
health of a vine, and has the same 
effect, only 
more 
slowly and 
less 
apparent than the stripping the new 
leaves lias an immediate effect on all 
plant life. 
It would bo a pleasure to 
give in detail the various exhibits on ex­ 
hibition, but I have been unwell, and it 
has only been by a great effort that I 
have prepared this short paper. 
If, 
however, there has been a suggestion 
made, which may be a benefit to orange 
or grape culture, then the effort will not 
have been in vain. 
Thanking yon for your attention and 
hoping the future may be increasing in 
its prosperity in the same ratio as it has 
from the beginning to now, and that we 
may all often yet m eet in the future to 
enjoy this increased prosperity.
